QUESTION S ON HOLINESS 

Are the ssperiences of justification 
snd sanctification distinct? And, if so, 
how lorg a time must intervene be. 
tween them? 

.\nswer: (i) They are distinct. 
The Thessalonians were justified, for 
the .-\postle Paul tells us that they had 
received the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
had such fafth that it -.vas sounded 
abroad throughout the whole world. 
and they endured bitter persecutions 
rather than deny their laith, but yet 
they were not wholly sanctified. So. 
after some very deftnite instructions, 
the .-Vpostle said: "And the ver,- God 
of peace sanctify you wholly: and T 
pray God your whole spirit and soul 
and body be preser^'ed blameless unto 
the comiiir^' of our T.ord Testis Christ" 
f i_ Thess.. V, 23"). 

The e\peri(-nce of the disciples be- 
fore Pcnteco=l was that of justified 
pcrion;. They received this justifica- 



tion wiieu they believed on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, forsook ail and followed 
lltm. But they were not sanctified 
w-hoUy until on the day of Pentecost 
thev soUffht ami received the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost. 

(2) Only so long a time need elapse 
hetweeii the two e.Kperienc'es as is 
necessary tor the jttstified soul to get 
light on the remains of the carnal 
mind in his heart and the way by 
which, through faith in Jesus, he' may 
get rid of it. 

Many people have been justified and 
sanctified within a few hours. There 
ha\e been people who have received 
the two e.\ptricuces within a fcw- 
hoiirs or minutes of eacii other, and 
have given the clearest and most defin- 
ite testimony to both works. However. 
in most c.ise.';, months and even years 
iiitrr\ene. (hronijh lad; of definite 
teachiun. tlirnu^h unvvillitiijness to 
obey God. and through weak failli or 
poiilive unlwlitf.

What i.s more, "War Cry" 
readers may now rejoice with the 
General that the firlfilmeiit of the be- 
loved Salvation "Dreamer's" vision 
is now well within sight. Nay, wilh 
their practical assistance, combined 
with, it is hoped, that of many Army 
friends and admirers, the grand cnn- 
sunmiatiou is certain ! 

After much careful thought ar.d 
expert advice, the General — who on 
accoiiDt of the war bad wisely bided 
his time, Intt not abated one jot of 
his faith— saiietioned the acquirement 
at a very reasonable figure of a site 
at Denmark Hill, ,Soiilh London, for 
the purpose of tlie University of Hu- 
manity, and here in due course the 
necessary buildings will be under- 
taker.. The seven and a half 'acres 
standing on high ground, will afford 
excellent acconimodallon. and should 
meet every need of the vital work 
of training and sending forth young 
and consecrated lives to "win the 
world for Jesus." 

To those — and probably they will 
be many — who may experience a feel- 
ing of regret over the passing of the 
old and God-honored Clapton Train- 
ing Garrison, it should be explained 
how cramped and inadequate the ac- 
eoimnodation has for long bceomc. 
Ko space for expansion, let alone 
modern rerjuircments and convenienc- 
es. AncI as the vital work of train- 
ing becomes more and more inter- 
national in character, and the cours- 
es of instruction more varied and 



perfect, wider and better facilities 
are imperative. For- what is the life- 
business of the thousands of young 
men and women who for a while take 
np residence in llie Army's training 
centre? It is self-sacrificing and prac- 
tical ; yet it is foundationed in relig- 
ion. 

Army Officers go into the slum.s, 
fighting in the rain and mud for peo- 
ple's souls. They plead with the 
drunkard, tryii:g to win him back to 
decency. They take the arm of the 
brutal or the poor half-witted crim- 
inal, and endeayoi- to win him hack 
to obedience and law. They go into 
homes of despair and wretchedness, 
bringing cheerfulness, lighting little 
ffes of hope, giving touches of 
beauty to haunts of uglinees. 

They make themselves the friends 
of I hose mer. and women who have 
"gone under," fierce in despair, hater.s 
of life. Tliey feed these people, and 
drag them up somehow to new plat- 
forms of security, find some kind of 
work for them, and soften and sweet- 
en them. They save men and women 
from self-destruction, saving their 
bodies and their souls together. 

As missionaries of simple faith 
they go forth to far countries into 
conditions of vice and misery worse 
than in Britain's slums; and they 
face perils and hardships before 
which most men would shudder and 

^Il.i.lk. 

But even this is far from summing 
np in its entirety what is meant by 
the inspiring motto — Servants of All ! 

"Very probably the total cost of 
establishing this Univcrsily of Hu- 
manity will run into a quarter of a 
million (£250,000), Startling? Well, 
yes, but encouragingly within the 
limits of achievement when it is ex- 
plained that the grateful donations of 
friends and comrades, given when the 



idea was mooted by the General as a 
realisable project, ar.d siippleiiicuted 
by the proceeds of llie saie of certain 
of (he .\rmy's property at Clapton, 
can be safely relied upon to provide, 
.say a sum of A) 187,000. 

Bricks and mortar— a house for 
<jod to dwell in — are vastly impor- 
tant. As Salvationists, we prefer to 
render it "a house for God to work 
in" ! — upon the souls and lives of 
tlio.se who shall go forth in His 
strength and of His equipping to 
.save humanity and to bind up it.s 
wour.ds of every description. In this 
way — may it not be said in this way 
alone? — shall the hallowed memory 
of the Army Founder be kept alive 
for evermore, and his Christ-like 
spirit animate and re-animate an iii- 
cieasing number of those who will 
continue to lay themselves on Je- 
hovah's altar for the same blessed 
career of seeking and saving the lost. 

'I'hcsc touching ar.d prophetic words 
arc Ihe FomKler'.s- own — tlic-y sum up 
all that has been said: 

'If this dream of mine is not real- 
ised in my Own time, then it will be 
realized in the clays of those who wil! 
fill my position and take np my work 
after I have reached my Home on 
High, 1 verily believe this undertak- 
ing to be of God. rnid sooner or later 
il iim.st and wil! be carried on. Some 
or.e. .somewhere, some day will have 
the honor, and win the reward, of 
furnishing the means for the estab-

'ihe traditions of the present Train- 
ing Centre at Clapton can never die. 
Associated with them are the names 
of some of the greatest and noblest 
warriors of the Cross. But new and 
glorious traditions will grow up about 
Denmark Hill, and their beginning, 
\vv hope, will not long he delayed.

A Victory Within Sight of Thousand 
Gods' Mountain 

The following extract from a let- 
ter written by Adjutant Gr.ihani, of 
Tsinanfu, China, well illustrates the 
aggressive work which is being done 
hy Ihc Army ainid.st the dark hcntli- 
cndoni of that country. 

"To-day. has been a special fest- 
i\-al day for this jiart of the coun- 
try, and thousands nf people .stream- 
ed' out to the 'Thousand Gods' 
Mountains,' about eight miles from 
the city, to worship. The three 
Corps here united, and we held a 
number of Open-Air Meetings, had 
four Converts at the dnim-head. 
sold over one thousand Gospel por- 
tions, and one hundred and eighty 
"War Crys." 

"Truly an 'innumerable multitude 
of people' had gathered together. I 
have never seen the like before, and 
feel confident that the seed of speech 
and print scattered in all directions 
will hfiiig forth a good harvest. 

"Within a short distance from 
where thousands were bowing down 
before false gods, four earnest seek- 
ers, with the light just breaking up- 
on them, were bending low before 
the true God. A small proportion, 
yet a wonderful source of inspira- 
tion I" 



II^^F.IEN a person dies in 
Mw .\beokuta the body is car- 
* ™ ried round the town oa 
the head of a man, who dances with 
the corpse while women and chil- 
dren follow behind wailing mourn- 
ful tunes," 

This is one of many distressing 
pictures of superslilinii and heath- 
enish practice eontinually meeting 
the gaze of Army Oflieers in Nig- 
eria. Here is another grim impress- 
ion : 

"Inside the compounds 1 saw 
.some sad sights of sickness and suf- 
fering. No one attends the sick 
cKcept the Bu.sb doctors, who trade 
on the people's fears. One young 
man who had been suffering for 
months was always given the same 
advice by the Bush doctors, namely, 
'kill a goat.' The fraudulent 'doc- 
tors' alw.ays insisted pn having 
their fee, and, incidentally, always 
,ite the meat! 

"In the ?ick people's rooms I saw 
idols of the most revolting descrip- 
tion, and it was most disturbing to 
encounter such objects in the dark. 
Before the idols were plates of food 
and bones of animals." 

I'^roin the above it will he realized 
that the .■\rmy has before it plenty 
of work to bring home the truths 
of Salvation to the seventeen mil- 
lion people of this eountry. That 
the darkness is being penetrated is 
indicated by recent happenings at 
some of the Army's .stations of 
work, Present at a recent Meeting 
,-it Abcoknta were four native 
chiefs in flowing robes who had 
come to present gifts to the Army 
in appreciation of its toil. During 
the service they knelt at the mcrcv 
scat, their hands outstretched with 
their gift.s. Having bent their 
beads to receive a blessing they rose 
up and. making a profound bow. 
returned to their .scats. 

A typical Salvation Soldier is 
Brother Moses, who walks twenty 
miles from his farm to attend the 
Meetings. In a recent testimony be 
said: 

"Brothers and sisters, you know 
me. and how bad I was, 1 had no 
love for God in my heart when F 
first saw the Salv.-ifinr? .Army. Then 
somelhiiig told me I was a .sinner: 
but I die! nol know who Jesus wns 
until (he .Army told me that ITe 
shed Mis Blood for n:C on a cross 
to save me. I know people who 
ofTcr dogs' blood to idols; but I had 
never heard of One who shed Hi"-- 
own Blond for all. so I eanie and 
said, 'O .fesns, I am vile; wash me 
in the Blood shed for mc on the 
big Tree on the Hill long, long ago.' 
.As I prayed, all at once my sins 
went, and now I am saved. I would 
walk forty miles to be present at a 
.Mectfrig." 

At this place an Army Day- 
sehonl has been established for the 
children of non-Christian parents, 
and also a NiglU-sehooI for young 
folk who are employed on the farms 
during the day. 

Writing concerning the work at 
Kde an Olliccr who recently visited 
the Corps says; "This town is very 
dark. One has an uncanny feeling 
sometimes when moving amid its 
sight.s and sounds and all the curi- 
ous life and movement. Thousands 
of people daily practise their feli.sii 
worship. 



"The market-place is a broad 
space of rising ground where hun- 
dreds of )ialf-clad women and girls 
sit under spreading trees selling 
their wares. The noii>c is bewilder- 
ing. 

"Our Open-Air Meeting was held 
in (his market-place. During its. 
progress processions of c.vcited peo- 
ple were marehiiig about paying 
evening oblations to their idols. 
Hurrying past our Open-.Ajr ring 
we saw a man dressed in most hid- 
eous fashion, carrying a calabash 
full of blood. He was waving a 
large palmleaf, and following him 
was a crowd of women and girls, 
with terror-stricken countenances 
chanting mournful strains. 

"My heart was touched by the 
si)ectaele. I looked at the little 
girls growing up in terror and mis- 
ery and dreadful superstition, and 
thought of those who would dare 
to say, 'Leave them alone.' No! 
With God's help and blessing, we 
in Nigeria will do our Utmost to 
lead them into light and joy and 
freedom! 

"At the conclusion of the Open- 
Air service hundreds of people fol- 
lowed the drum and the Flag. They 
marched in rows which stretched 
right across the road, forming a 
mass of black bodies, all tumbling 
.along over the red sun-baked 
ground, ilany of these people love 
the Army. When I arrived at the 
station, for instance, thirty boys and 
girls came to meet me to hclj) carry 
my things. They would have car- 
ried me had I allowed them to do 
so." 

The two Officers in charge of 
(he Corps have been visiting the 
various compounds inviting tbe peo- 
ple to the Meetings. .■\t six o'clock 
one .Sunday morning, while the Of- 
ficers were preparing breakfast, n 
number of women from the com- 
nounds, some with babies on their 
backs, arrived at the Hall. Though 
no gathering had been anonnced for 
this early iionv ibe Ofriccrs ai once 
left their cooking nots and com- 
menced a service. Whilst this was 
in progress, other contin.gents be- 
gan to arrive until the Ilall was 
quite full. 

This first event of the day 
closed at nine o'eloeft. but another 
Meeting had immediately to be com- 
menced', tbe Ilall being crowded 
with women who earn their living 
by carrying loads from the station. 
\t the conclufion of this second 
gathering an Opcn-.Air Meeting 
was held, this being followed by yet 
anolhcr indoor gathering in which 
a large number of seekers came for- 
ward to find Salvation at the mercy, 
scat. 

Most of these had been idol-wor- 
shippers, and one of them in his 
testimony said: 

"At first I used to laugh at tljc 
-Army, But the Salvationists were 
happy and I was not, so I went to 
a Meeting. The Spirit of God 
■^pnke to my heart, and then I knew 
that the Army God !!\Td. because 
He speak and my idol no speak. So 
I come and give myself up to thirs 
God, who speak to niy heart, and 
now T nni happy. I wr.s very miser- 
able because I lived in fear and 
dread of spirits and idols; now I 
have a new life, and I laugh .at 
Army no more."

Two miracles wrought at l<Coe- 
does, in Java, have caused a spirit- 
ual awakening to take place among 
the Chinese population of the dis- 
trict. 

The first was the restoration of 
a blind girl's sight. The poor child 
who became blind when only two 
years of age, lived with her uncle 
and aunt at Kocdoes. Until re- 
cently both her guardians were liv- 
ing in heathen darkness. The only 
eonecrn of the man, Tec-Siein-Tat, 
was to make money. 

On his "War Cry" rounds an Am- 
boinese Officer eaine to Tee-Siem- 
Tat's house. His heart was deeply 
moved by the .sight of the little one, 
and he e.xpressed his feelings to the 
uncle, who began to inquire about 
the -Army's Eye Hospital at Scma- 
rang. 

"The Captain gave all the infor- 
mation he could and before leaving 
knelt down and besought the Lord 
for the child, 'that she might see.'" 

Leaving the matter thus in God's 
hands, he went on his way. 

A few moments later the unele 
rii.shcd after the Officer, and cllcd 
him hack to see the child whose 
sight had been immediately re- 
stored. 

■ This wonderful happening caused 
many who up to then knew little 
about God. to believe in the Army's 
message of an all-powerful Saviour. 
Among those who have sought 
Christ is Tee-Sicm-Tat and his wife, 
and they are now Salvation Soldiers.

One could, of course, 
wish that in Montreal, as in other 
plaee.s, there was manifest a greater 
desire in people's hearts to get to- 
gether for such occasions as these, 
seeing tlic gi'cat ])ossiliilitie.s they 
represent.

Sobhusa, whose father and .grand- 
father were fine types of the Tiantu 
race, is the ruler of iii,ooo st.ilwart 
tribesmen, chiefly Ama-Swaf.i Bantus 
(or Swaf.is), The territory of Swazi- 
land; wliieh tlicy inhabit, is a Britisli 
Protectorate, 6,678 square miles in 
extent, about tlic size of Wales, and 
situated at the south east corner of 
the Transvaal, which bounds it on the 
northern, western ar.d southern sides, 
whilst on the eastern boundary is 
Ziihilaiid and Portugese East Africa, 

While on the "Windsor Castle," Col- 
onel Smith had opportunity for many 
chats with the Paramount Chief and 
the three sub-ehicfs, the secretary 
and the medical attendant who ac- 
comp.inied him. Bcii;g so thorough- 
ly at home wiih the Zulu tongue, the 
Colonel was able to converse with the 
Swazi deputation in their own lan- 
guage, which is closely akin to Zulu. 

Although lack of men and money 
has hitherto prevented (hu Army froni 
commencing operations in Swaziland, 
Chief Sobhusa was by no means tin- 



|):.ijpie, " an expression which was 
ecbocd J)y other memhers of the 
Chiefs retir.ue. 

While on board, the Chief showed 
Ctilonrl Smith his large Bible printed 
in the English language and which 
bore evidence of having been well 
used. 

Despite the fact that the Flag docs 
not as yet fly in Swaziland, the uni- 
form is nevertheless well known to 
the people, there being- a number of 
Swazi Salvationists in the various 
native Corps on the Johannesburg 
Rand.
